Tendency of American 
People to Concentrate in 
Cities Most Important 
Feature Indicated.

Washington, April 28.—Influences 
of the world war are refiected in 
almost all the pcpuiation changes 


shown by the 1920 census, it is point- 


ed out in an analysis just published 
by the census bureau, which says the 
persistent influence of the war alone 
is likely to make the fourteenth cen- 
sus conspicuous for years to come. 

In addition, it is declared, the last 
census will prove noteworthy, if suc- 
ceeding census tabulations show a re 
turn to a more liberal percentage of 
increase, for the sharp depression it 
showed in population growth, or 
should the low rate of increase con- 
tinue or the rate continue to decline 
still further, and marking the begin- 
ning of a distinct slowing down in 
national growth. 

The 1920 census, the analysis says, 
record the effect, caused directly by 
the war, of an unsettlement of family 
relations probably more widespread 
than corresponding changes during 


‘any previous decade covered by Amer- 


ican census taking except that of the 
c:vil war. 

Evidences still were present on all 
sides when the 1920 census was ta- 
ken, more than a year after the ar-

“Italy’s Ideals Renewed 
or PFPauseieti,* 
Says Princess Santa 


Under the rule of the Fascisti, 
Italy is a rejuvenated country, full 
| of life, activity and good will, Princess 


{Santa Borghese, member of one of 


| Italy’s oldest families and accredited 
spokesman of the. Italian embassy at 
Washington, declared recently. 

She called the present Italy the 
“fourth Italy’ and said the Fascisti 
were trying to recall the spiritual and 
cultured ideals of ancient ome. 

“We are very anxiously following 
the movement in our country,” she 
said, ‘“‘and are hoping that the United 
States will really understand us. 
There will be a great deal of good 
will if there is a mutual understand- 
ing. 

She sair that the march on Rome 
by Mussolini an® his followers from 


ples last October was a_ perfectly 
formal revolutionary act. “a quiet and 
& normal demonstration.” 

Fascisti, she said, was the effort 
of the Italian nation to work out its 
own salvation from witbin. 

“T he program of government,” she 
continued, “‘was expressed when he 
deciared ‘We have constituted a coali- 
tion government to gather together 
those who wish to contribute to the 
| countrys safety.’ 

“When the soldiers returned from 
the war they did not find the happi- 
ness and prosperity they had been led 
to expect. Italy’s eastern markets 
had closed; currency had depreciated. 

“About that time the new Com- 
munist party started its campaign to 
abolish private property.

That was revealed by Powers Satur- 
day afternoon when the writer called 
te see him at Fulton tower to ask 
him how he mA&de his escape on April 
16, 1921, when he laid down bis 
water bucket and took his departure 
through the woods without telling the

It wasn’t absent-mindedness that 
caused Powers to find himself one 
mile down the big road some minutes 
later. He had been told, he said, that 
Fulton county authorities not only 
would insist that he serve his entire 
five-year sentence, but would prose- 
cute bim on two more _ indictments 
when his first. term was completed.

Announcement that a_ plan for 
using navy vessels had been framed 
was made at the white house Friday 
after the cabinet m-etf!ng. It came 
as a surprise. White this method 
had been suggested. it was recently 
snid at the treasury uepartment, in 
charge of prohihition enforcement, 
that no practical’ plan had been of- 
fered, and it was indicated that offi- 
cials were rather hopeless of such a 
_ method. 


Naval Program. 

A “well worked out program” for 
combatting rum runners by boats of 
the navy has been drafted, the white 
house said. It awaits the deterntina- 
tion of two legal questions now before 
the department of justice: 

1. Whether the president has au- 
thority to declare “martial law”

An interesting and highly entertain- 
ing program in which approximately 
5,000 of Macon’s representative cit- 
izens will collaborate, is being re- 
hearsed for the three-day exercises 
which will rival any similar festival 
ever attempted in Georgia. Repre- 
sentatives from all principal cities of 
Georgia will attend and shower con- 
gratulations upon Macon and Bibb 
county. 

Reviews Growth. 


Macon’s marvelous growth as one 
of Georgia’s most important and 
largest cities today, from the time 
Ferdinand DeSoto and his Spanish 
cavalliers visited that section, on down 
through the following centu~‘es until 
the present, is reviewed in Governor 
Hardwick’s proclamation, which fol- 
lows: 

To the People of Georgia: 

In 1821 the Creek Indians ceded to the 
Wnited States, under and by virtue of 
the agreement of 1802, for the use of 
Georgia, all the territory lying between 
the Ocmulgee river and the Flint river, 
from Shallow Ford, on the Chattahoochee, 
to Albany, on the Flint, and Abbeville, on 
This territory was imme- 
diately divided futo five counties, namely. 
Henry, Fayette, Monroe, Honstoun and 
Dooly. Subdivisions of these counties were 
rapidly made, and December 9, 1822, Bibb 
county was created. The town of Macon 
was made the county seat, and the good 
people of Macon plan a most elaborate cel- 
ebration of the city’s 100th anniversary, 
with a three-day festival and entertainment, 
on May 9, 10 and 11, 1923. 

It is interesting to recall that the com- 
missioners appointed to lay off said town 
were elected by a joint ballot of the 
general assembly, and that said commis- 
sioners were required, within three months 
after laying off said town, ‘‘to set up and 
expose to sale not exceeding twenty half- 
acre lots in said town, first giving thirty 
days’ notice thereof in one of the public 
gazettes in the cities of Savannah and 
Augusta, and in the town of Milledgeville.’’ 
From this small beginning the city 
Macon has moved forward in all lines of 
human achievement and now a proud and 
a beantiful city of 65.000 souls will cele- 
brate its 100th birthday.

Total Tax Was $565.524 


Bainbridge, Ga., April 28.—Frank 
S. Jones, chairman of the program 
committee for the Decatur county 
centennial celebration October 17-24, 
has found some interesting informu- 
tien on taxes in the early days of this 
county.

Decatur couaty there is a part of the 
tax -digest for the year 1826, and 
a little study on Mr, Jones’ part re- 
veals the following:

John Dolason returned 3,331 acres of 
land in Decatur county and Pulaski 
county, 31 towns lots valued at $565, 
and 43 slaves. His tax was $24.32, 
the largest of the digest. 

No property other than land was 
returned except the same John Don- 
alson and one Philip Pittman each 
listed one “gig.” The digest of 1582S 
is full and complete, showing that 324 
paid poll tax and that 
were owned. About 
thousand acres of land was listed, 
most of it in other counties.

Time was when the American ap- 
pelation of “John Smith” was a sure 
jinx against anyone becoming a musi- 


eal genius. But now these days are 


gone, or soon will be, according to 
Miss Lucy K. Peery, of St. Joseph, 
Mo., chairman of young artists’ con- 
tests, Missouri Federation of Musi¢ 
Ciubs. 

The music federation, says Miss 
Peery, is waging a successful fight 
against that attitude of mind on the 
part of the public which once com- 
pelled a musician seeking engagements 
tu let bis hair grow over his collar 
and to adopt a nom de plume, foreign 
in sound, if not in fact. . 

“It used to be and is still true 
to some extent,” said Miss Peery, in 
an address before the recent state con- 
vention in Kansas City, “that a 
musician, to obtain any honor in his 
own country, first had to study abroad 
and when he returned had to adopt 
some intricate foreign sounding name. 
It is unbelievable the extent to which 
the plain names have handicapped 
wusicians. Only a few very fearless 
performers have had the courage and 
the faith to keep their own names, and 
in spite of it. 

“There is no reason why thjs should 
be true. It is merely a false attitude 
of mind on the part of the public and 
it is being slowly weeded out. 

“When America realizes what tal- 
ent it has in its own boundaries,” said 
Miss Peery, “it will not be alwiuys 
luoking abroad for teachers or per- 
formers.”

to the Hartwell high school, she con- 
gratulated the community upon hav- 


ing such an up-to-date school plant | 


and such a capable corps of teachers. 

The subject of Miss Creswell’s ad- 
dress was “The Modern Education of 
Women.” She said her reason for 
choosing this subject was the fact that 
almost every woman is directly inter- 
ested in the education of some one or 
more girls, either daughters or younger 
sisters. She traced the education of 
women as it has evolved through many 
generations, going back to colonial 
and pre-colonial days, when the sole 
learning of women was acquired in 
the homes with no teacher save the 
mother and grandmother’ or other 
female relatives, except the teacher 
who taught the girls the art of psiam- 
singing. In telling of the education 
of women during the colonial period 
she quoted from a diary kept then by 
a busy housewife whose account of 
one dav’s work gave us an insight into 
how varied her fund of household 
learning had to be. Miss Creswell told 
us how our first woman's colleges 
were patterned after the colleges for 
men with their heavy courses of cul- 
tural studies—higher mathematics, 
the languages, literature, ete. While 
not disparaging the value of these 
branches, she showed us how much 
more necessary it is for our women to 
be educated along practical lines and 
how, in accordance with this modern 
view of education, our women’s col- 
leges are changing their courses _of 
study to meet the present needs. By 
apt illustrations she impressed upon 
us the urgent need of educating the 
present generation of girls in domestic 


science, including sanitation, cook- 
ing, applied chemistry, Sewing, care of 
children, proper expenditure of house- 
hold funds. art. as expressed in proper 
dress, well planned homes harmoni- 
ously furnished, etc. She called upon 
us as club women to help our schools 
in every way possible and to take a 
stand for the proper training of our 
girls to fill successfully the highest 
places offered them in life—the places 
of home-makers. Another interesting 
fenture of the meeting was the re- 
ceipt, during the session, of a tele- 
gram from Mrs. Orin Roberts. of Mon- 
roe. stating that she was sending a 
substantial check to the club as a 
nucleus for a scholarship fund. This 
ie to he known as the Joel MeMillan 
fund in honor of the memory of a 
brother of Mrs. Roberts and Mrs. C.

THREE BRITISH DRAMA LEAGUE PLAYS 


By M. Ashby Jones, D, D. 
“THE STAMP OF FINALITY” 


Although Miss Rebecca West has 
declared that it is foolish to write 
plays when one can write novels, plays 
continue to be written, published, read 
and acted. It fs true that some plays 
act better than they read, but it is 
also true that other plays read bet- 
ter than they act. John Galswortby’s 
“Windows” reads better than his “Loy- 
alties” and acts worse, while “Loyal- 
ties,”’ the most successful play of 1922 
in London, acts a deal better 
than it reads. Nevertheless, “Loyal- 
ties’”’ is also interesting to read. 

The British Drama league is: “(1) 
A federation of societies and other or- 
ganizations working for the develop- 
ment of the drama as an art and as 
a social and eductional force; (2) A 


union of individual members. profes- 
sional and lay, who desire to give or 
to receive help in any matter connect- 
ed with the art of the theater; (3) 
The only organization in the country 
ready to deal in a practical and dis- 
interested fashion with anv theatrical 
problem which may arise.” The presi- 
dent of the league is Lord Howard de 
Walden, its chairman is H. Granville- 
Barker, and its committees include 
most of the prominent theater men of 
the day. 


Although efforts are being made in 


, various directions to improve the con- 


ditions of the English theater, no real 
renaissance of the drama can take 
place without a new impulse towards 
the writing of plays. Therefore, the 
British Drama league believes that it 
can perform no more useful function 
than to publish the bést examples of 
modern drama. The league has an- 
nounced that selections will’ not be 
confined to any branch of drama, nor 
governed by any-consideration of a 
play’s commercial value. Each play to 
receive the league’s imprimatur will 
simply be one which seems to the reail- 
ing committee, from whatever point 
of view, to be, in the first place, 
worthy of production and, in the see-

“The Man Who Ate the Popomack,” 
by W. J. Turner, is the title of the 
second volume published under the 
auspices of the British Drama league.

It is my belief 
that the dramatic principles inculcated 
by all writers on the theater have only 
a narrow, logical foundation and that 
like the rules of harmony and musical 
form with which unmusical profes- 
sors have always tried to throttle cre- 
ative musicians, they are aesthetically 
worthless. I also wish to add that 


actors must not think that the art of 
acting—unlike every other art—has 


already reached perfection. 
Further Developments. 


“T prophesy that ranges of expres- 
sion will be developed of which the 
present-day European or American 
actor has no conception—although, as 
with many new things, the first be- 
ginnings of thig new art may be traced 
back in the past, as far as the fif- 
teenth century in Japan and, prob- 
ably, further elsewhere. The actor 
who is not prepared to cope with the 
difficulty of suggesting the various 
states of consciousness depicted in this 
play—the dream, the sub-conscious 
memory, the imagination—is unworthy 
of his art. This applies equally to the 
producer.” According to Mr. Turner, 
the popomack has the shape of an 
orange, but the hard rind of a passion 
fruit or pomegranate, and is as large 
as a good-sized melon and a vivid 
bright blue.

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Speaking before the members of the 
Associated Press in New York the 
other night President Harding said: 
“In compliance with its pledge the 
administration definitely, and decisive- 
ly. put aside all thought of the United 
States entering the league of nations. 
lt doesn’t propose to enter now by the 
side door, the back dvuor or the cellar 
door. The senate has so declared, the 
executive has so declared and the peo- 
ple have so declared. Nothing could 
be more decisively stamped with 
finality.” 

This authoritative statement of our 
president is interesting from several 
standpoints. First of all, one cannot 
help speculating as to what effect it 
had upon that group of outstanding 
republican leaders who, in the cam- 
paign of 1910, solemnly assured the 
voters of this country who were in 
favor of entering the league of na- 
tions that the best way to attain that 
end was to elect Mr. Harding presi- 
dent. Two of them, Mr. Hughes and 
Mr. Hoover, are now members of his 
cabinet and another is chief justice of 
our supreme court. This assurance 
which they “gave to the people of 
America is now “decisively stamped 
witb finality’ as being false. These 
gentlemen unquestionably spoke to the 
American voters in good faith. Mr. 
Harding. during his campaign. said 
many things with that loose rhetorical 
weakness he does not seem able to con- 
trol. which may have justified them

The Last Word. 

Now, at last. the president has 
spoken so “‘decisively”.-and with such 
“finality” that even the optimism of 
these political prophets must be kill- 
ed. However one may have inter- 
preted in 1918 his euphemistic 
phrases, such as “association of na- 
tions.”” we know now “decisively’’ and 
with a certainty “stamped with finali- 
tv’ that in the classic language of Mr.

British Admit 


Previous Blunder. 

Now the British proposal at Paris 
is held by Englishmen themselves to 
have been a blunder made worse by 
very bungling tactics at the confer- 
ence itself. It is, therefore, clear 
that, in any new conference, the 
British will either have to make a 
more favorable proposal or step aside 


und let the French, the Belgians and 


the Italians make terms directly with 
Germany. but the terms will not 
inuch attect the situation because you 
have the fundamental fact that Cer- 
many cannot at most pay more than 
$10,000,000,000 to $12,000,000,000. 
Therefore there is little or no margin 
for maneuver in this direction. 

All the British can do, if they de- 
sire a solution, is to propose that 
German reparations be reduced to 
$10,000,000,000 to $12,000,000,000 and 
that European nations agree to a gen- 
eral cancellation of debts. This 
would leave the British with a little 
more than half of their debt to the 
I'nited States covered by their share 
in reparations, which would be any- 
thing from $2,200,000,000 to $2,500,- 
000.000. It would leave France 
with $5,000,000,000 to $6,000,000,- 
OM) coming from Germany, but with 
$3.000,000,000 still due the United 
States. It would leave Italy with 
something like half its debt to the 
I'nited States covered by German obli- 
gations, 

But. as 1 have said, the French 
are not going to agree to anv terms 
whieh do not provide them with the 
costs of reconstructing their devastat- 
ed area. They are perfectly willing 
to pav the United States and Great 
Britain what they owe out of any 
sum coming to them from German 
reparations in excess of the costs of 
reconstructing their devastated area. 
But fortunately it is plain there is 
no such excess conceivable. Therefore 
the French are thrown back upon a 
situation which can be simply de- 
scribed. 

The treaty of Versailles and subhse- 
quent arrangements fixed sum of Ger- 
man reparations at $33.000.000.000 
and French share at $17.000,000,000, 
French reconstruction will cost $6.- 
PO.O00.000, French debts aggregate 
$6.000.000.000, France {s ready at 
onee to write off $4,500,000.000, the 
difference betwen her legal claim up- 
on Germany and the total of the costs 
of reconstruction and payment of 
loans. She is also prepared to write 


‘off a further amount, measured by the 
sum of her debts to the United States 
and Great Britain, which these coun- 
tries will cancel. 

By contrast. France will not con- 
sent to any reduction of the sum of 
reparations and thus of her share. 
which brings her share below the 
costs of reconstruction plus repay- 
ment of debts. If there is to be any 
deduction, beyond this amount, it must 
be at the expense of some one else. 
It is not necessary to go into the rea- 
sons for this feeling; the French point 
to the fact that they gave the larg- 
est number of lives to the victory and 
suffered the greatest material as well 
as human losses. 

It is plain, that the British alone 
cannot. even by such concessions as 
now exceed the willingness of the 
British people, bring about a reduction 
of German reparations to a possible 
figure. This is due to the fact that 
the maximum possible German figure 
falls far below the combined .costs of 
rebuilding: ruins and repaying the 
United States. In reality the Ger- 
mans cannot pay more than one of 
these items. each of which amounts in 
round figures to $12,000,000,000 

In my judgment. when we do get to 
a new conference. the stumbling block 
will not be over the amount Germany 
can pay. The maneuvering will be 
between $7,500,000,000 which . Ger- 
many now offers and $12,.500.000,000 
which France and Belgium demand. 
The British figure of the last Paris 
conference, namely $10,000,000,000, 
mav easily turn out to be the com- 
promise which all will accept. It will 
not arise over guarantees either for 
narment of renarations or for security 
for France. It will come over the 
question of the Furopean debt to the 
United States and over the determina- 
tion of France not to surrender her 
claim against Germany. legallv estab- 
lished by the treaty of Versailles, for 
an amount sufficient to pnav reeon- 
ne American and British 
dete, 

Britain sees this and has so far 
proposed a complete cancellation 
America will join, and a partial can- 
cellation, reducing her claims to the 
sum needed to pay the British debt 
to the United States. even if America 
refuses, as she so far has done, to 
cancel, 

But even if the British went the 
whole distance and consented to can- 
cel their claims upon their allies, this 
would not save the situation, as long 
as the United States insisted upon 
the parment of ifs claims, hecause 
such payment would deprive France 
of half of the minimum sum neces- 
sary to restore her ruins. Therefore 
even an extreme British concession 
could not solve the tangle. 


U. S. Administration 
Has No Authority. 


The Harding administration has 
no authority to cancel loans and is 
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therefore powerless in the promises.operation with Europe, whieh ti, 3 


Congress bas adjourned and will not 
meet until autumn. Therefore there 
is absolutely nothing that the United 
States can do officially in the Euro- 
pean promises for many months, dur- 
ing which postponement of settlement 
will increase the dangers of grave 
trouble. Therefore all talk of Amer- 
can aid to Europe under present con- 
ditions is merest moonshine. 

There is only one thing Europe 
could do now, and that is to under- 
take some form of open or conceded 
repudiation of the American debts, 1 
am referring of course to the conti- 
nental countries, not to Great Britain. 
The chequers agreement was, in real- 
ity, no more nor less than such a re- 
pudiation, disguised so completely 
that it never excited American com- 
ment. But any disguise must take a 
similar form and thus maintain, at 
least in theory, a total of German 
renarations in excess of any possi- 
bility of German payment. 


Today the greatest obstacle to 
peace in Europe is the belief of the 
Germans that they can escape pay- 
ment, a belief which has resulted in 
the Ruhr occupation. But assum- 
ing that the Ruhr operation will dem- 
onstrate the futility of German eva- 
sion, then we shall come tomorrow 
to the second obstacle, which is Amer- 
ican insistence upon the payment of 
the debts owed us by the French, the 
Italians and the Belgians. When we 
reach that hurdle European views of 
America are likely to undergo a strik- 
ing change and the responsibility for 
European chaos is almost sure to be 
laid squarely at the American door. 

Meantime it is at least necessary 
for Americans to perceive that al- 
lied debts constitute just as great an 
obstacle to world peace as German 
reparations and that, however clear 
the separation legally and perhaps 
morally, the question can not be treat- 
ed separately. Nor can we go to 
any Enmropean conference, call any 
international gathering in Washing- 
ton or exercise any considerable in- 
fluence upon events, while we insist 
upon the payment in full of what 
Europe owes us. 


If we are present at any confer- 
ence, the question will be brought up. 
If we make anv recommendation for 
the reduction of German reparations, 
by an expert commission or other- 
wise, we open the way for a similar 
course of dealing vvith allied dehts. 
These debts represent the single key 
we have to the European door. They 
are the sole basis we have for ac- 
tion in Europe and they constitute 
the only means Europe recognizes of 
our co-operating 

In reality they constitute a dead- 
weight upon our diplomacy. As long 
as our poliey envisages collection, we 
can not esenane isolation and we can 
not even indulge in any talk of co-

The air is filled today with talk 
about co-operating with Europe, the 
desire to help Europe is expr on 
nll sides with ever growing frequency, 
But co-operation with Europe, which 
consists in becoming a. member of 
the world court or even of joining the 
league of nations. has no value fur 
Europe in the present crisis. Nurope 
is sick of a disease which may prove 
fatal: if she survives, our aid for the 
future will have a questionable im- 
portance, if she perishes, it will bave 
no value naturally. But neither the 
court nor the league can offer her 
any help now, for neither can settle 
the two problems of reparations and 
of debts. 

All of these details are going to be.

Indeed, the members of some dacoit bands 
are marvelous ventriloquists. By ‘“‘throw-

HE above wire had come the width 
of the continent, from 
York to Seattle, and thence 
cable to Stefansson’s agent in 
Nome, Alaska, and though brief, 
it was none the less full of mean- 
ing to us in the northland, for 
well we knew how imperative was the need 
and how hazardous was the undertaking. 

The party referred to consisted of four 
people, whom Stefansson had placed on 
Wrangell Island the year previous, with 
twelve months’ food supplies and a prom- 
ise to relieve them the following. season. 
It was ta be their duty to hunt, trap, pros- 
pect and carry on scientific investigations. 

Wrangell Island lies in 179 
longitude west, 71 north latitude. 
It is directly north of the north 
coast of Siberia, and just in the 
edge of unexplored seas. Only 
five boats have ever landed there. 

Stefansson’s agent in Nome set 
out immediately to charter a boat 
to go on the relief expedition, and 
though there were a number of 
trading schooners in port, each 
captain in turn gravely shook his 
head and said: “No!” Then one 
of them added: ‘‘Cap, Joe might 
try it with the Téddybear.”’ But 
Captain Joe Bernard was away 
somewhere on the Siberian coast, 
on a trading cruise, and though 
he was overdue, no one worried 
about that, as it was a regular 
thing for Captain Joe to be over- 
due, Only last fall he had sailed 
out dangerously late for a two 
weeks’ trip to Siberia and had been 
gone until the following July, 
with never a word from him until 
June, when that good Samaritan 
of the north, the U. S. cutter Bear, 
plowing along the Siberian coast, 
looking for his bones, had discov- 
ered the ‘“Teddybear’’ shoved high 
and dry by the storm and ice of 
the fall before.

N Samuel, judge and prophet, we 
| have one of the most beautiful 
characters in the Old Testament; 
and in our brief review of his hfe 


this morning we shall consider 
three great lessons that his life 
holds for twentieth-century men 
and women everywhere. For 


Samuel is one of the immortals; his career 
a shining beacon 


to all who would walk 
uprightly and do the will of God. 7 

First, let us consider the power ol a 
mother’s prayer. 

Hannah, the mother of Samuel, was a 
devout woman. one of the two wives of 
Elkanah. She longed for a man-child tha 
she might consecrate him to the service of 


Jehovah, but «she was childless and ad- 
Vanced in age. . 
The other wife, Peninnah, had children 


and was unkind enough to reproach Han- 
nah. which made the latter's affliction even 
more bitier. 

At the risk of inrtocducing what may 
seem to some a bit of humor, I venture to 
call attention to.the words used by Han- 
nah’s ‘husband in his awkward attempt to 
comfort her. Noticing that she was weep- 
ing, and knowing the cause, he asked: 

“Why is thy heart grieved? Am |] 
better to thee than ten sons?’ 

The best of husbands can hardly hope to 


not 


entirely take the place of a son. A moth- 
er’'s heart is large enough to love both 
husband and child, but it is through the 


child that she most influences the ages, and 
the suffering through which she passes to 
win the honor of maternity gives her an in- 
extinguishable title to her offering. 

She invests her life in her children and 
where her treasure is, there is her heart 
also. 

Divorces bFetween husband and wife are, 
unfortunately, more than occasional, but 
a mother is rarely divorced from her son. 
He may be heartless, but she forgives; he 
may desert her, but she hopes for his re- 
turn—hopes and prays, and her prayers are 
often answered.

There is-no reason why any young man 
should pass through a period. of transgres- 
sions before he settles down to serious and 
sober work. The experience of the prodi- 
gal son is not a necessary introduction to a 
successful life, neither is the joy of re- 
pentance a Sufficient recompense tor the 
sorrows of wayward years. 

There is an old story of a father who, to 
impress his son with his recklessness, sug: 
gested to him that he drive a nail into a 
certain post every time he did wrong and 
pull out a nail every time he did a deserv 
Ing act. 


The nails gradually increased in number 
as the boy honestly rendered an account 
of sins committed Finally, they became 
soenumerous that the hoy, through a sense 
of shame, turned over a new leaf, as as they 


Say, and began to withdraw nails as_ his 
good deeds exceeded in number his bad 
Ones, 

One day he stood before the post from 


which every nail had been withdrawn, .but 
he was weeping. When his father tried 
to comfort him by calling attention to the 
fact that the nails were all gone, the boy 
replied, “Yes, but the scars are there.” 

Yes, every sin leaves a scar. The re- 
collection of them haunts the memory and 
causes distress even when repentance has 
brought a sense of forgiveness. Some sins 
runs in the blood and curse children be- 
fore they are born. In thousands of cases 
the drunkenness and immorality of parents 
have closed the door of hope on little chil- 
drem before their eves have opened to the 
light of day. 

Nothing but religion can give one 
Strength to resist the temptations that make 
the days of youth the critical days in life. 
Happy is the child who early hears the call 
of the Father and, hearing, obeys. 

Christianity presents the same moral 
Standard to man and to woman; it requires 
the same temperance and the same chas- 
tity in both. No man can, in conscience, 
require higher ideals in his wife than those 
that he follows himself—much less can he 
afford to throw upon a wife the painful 
duty of warning a child against the example 
of a father.

of an upright life. 

Our text takes up the career of Samuel 
when he was about ready to surrender his 
office of ruler of his people to Saul, their 
first king. He had held the most exalted 
position known to his time.

fhe prophet in Israel was greater than 
the king; it was his business to admonish 
and to rebuke the ruler upon his: throne, 
and the great prophets in Israel lived up 


to this high duty. It was also the proph- 
ets’s duty to advise the people and in this, 
too, Samuel was faithful to his trust. 
Samuel was an example to all in author- 
itv and that example was never more need-

Possibilities of the Souffle. 

IX vears ago meat-substitute day 
meant baked beans for lunch and 
macaroni and cheese for dinner. 
Now, we can make that day mean 
something vastly different, if we 
but follow our innate desire for 
variety. 

Have you ever thought of the 
possibilities of the souffle as “something 
different?” . 

We do want to vary our dinner menus, 
and not have meat every day in the week. 
The souffle, made with eggs and milk, and 
a bit of vegetable or meat or cheese, is 
such a fitting dish for that day, when the 
mention of steak, or chops doesn’t sound 
real “mouth-watery”’ to us. Or, let the 
main part of vour meal consist of soup. 
A souffle dessert is a delightful finish for 
such a meal. One of the most delightful 
things about the souffle is that it can be 
a “left-over” dish too. A Severe Critic 
coujdn’t ever tell whether the meat or veg- 
etables was first cooked an hour before 
or not; the souffle is so tasty. 

Cheese souffle is a good dish to try ott 
on the family the first time. It is so easy 
to eat, that it makes a ldsting impression, 
that paves the way for future souifles that 
might be indifferent. To make it: Melt 
two tablespoons of butter and stir in three 
tabiespoons of flour stir until it is well 
mixed. Then add one-half cup scalded 
milk. Add one-half teaspoon salt, a litttle 
cayenne and one-fourth cup of cheese, which 
has been grated. When the cheese has 
melted, remove from the fire. Add the beat- 
en yolks of three eggs and allow the mix- 
ture to cool. In the meanwhile, beat un- 
til very stiff the whites of three eggs. Cut 
or fold, the mixture into the whites, as you 
would mix an angel food cake, being care- 
ful to retain all of the air that you have 
beaten into the whites. Pour into a but- 
tered baking dish and bake in a slow oven 
for twenty minutes. Souffles should be 
served immediately.

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The Heartier Soups Are Good 
For the Home Luncheon Table 


HE heartier soups are good for the home luncheon table 


(of course ata formal 


luncheon a ‘clear soup is sometimes chosen, when there are to be many 
courses, and some of us consider a cup of bouillon an ideal luncheon soup. 
But for the simple home luncheon one of the more nourishing soups, too 


heavy for the formal meal, is admirable. It may be the heartiest dish at 
luncheon. If it is followed by a good salad, indeed, it makes an admirable 


meal, with bread and butter and perhaps radishes to accompany it. 
Here are some recipes for these heartier luncheon soups: 


Onion Soup 
Two cups finely chopped onion, two tablespoons butter or bacon drippings, four 
cups rice water or vegetable stock, one teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon white pepper, 
oae-eighth teaspoon paprika, one tabbkespoon caramel, two tablespoons chopped parsley. 
Cook onions and butter or drippings in covered saucepan, shaking pan often. When 


caramel and chopped parsley. 
Carrot Soup 
Simmer some beef bones in four quarts 
of the liquid in which a leg of mutton has 
been boiled. If you have not this liquid 
on hand, add a pound of mutton to the 


bones and simmer with four quarts ot wa- 
ter. Add also two large onions and a tur- 
nip, sliced, and salt. Simmer this three 
hours and strain it over six big or ten small 
carrots, sliced and scraped. Boil them un- 
til they are soft and put them through a 
puree sieve. Then return them to the 
broth. It should be about the consisiency 
of dried pea soup. Season it with pepper, 
cayenne and salt and serve very hot. 


Split Pea Soup 
Soak a_cup of split peas over night, 
drain and add; put ina kettle containing a 


quart of water. Add one slice of onion, 
one teaspoon of salt, a halt teaspoon ot 
celery salt, and simmer or cook in a tire- 
less cooker. Rub through a sieve, and add 
two tablespoons of flour rubbed into three 
tablespoons of butter, and stir until 
smooth. Add a pint of milk and serve 
piping hot. 
Cream of Lettuce Soup 
This calls for the outer leaves of two 
heads of lettuce. Fry oue-half tablespoon 
of minced onion in three tablespoons of 
butter until soft and then add the lettuce 
Shredded, with three cups of stock aad 
three tablespoons of rice. Let simmer in 
double boiler, adding water to keep it equal 
™ to three cups. Add one cup of milk and 
let simmer again in double boiler until rice 
is tender. Strain, pressing the rice through 
the sieve. 


Stale Bread Soup 


One quart of soup stock made trom any 
kind of bones broken fine, gravies, or bits 
of meat. One onion Sliced thin, halt of a 
small turnip chopped fine, one teacup 
chopped cabbage, two tablespoons chopped 
parsley, and a quart of state bread crumbs. 
Fry the onion and turnip in melted butter 
or dripping until a nice brown. Pour three 
pints of boiling water over the bread 
crumbs, allow to stand fifteen minutes, add 
two or three tablespoons of butter and beat 
thoroughly, 

Put the vegetables into the soup an hour 
betore you wish to serve, add the bread

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Sing More While at Your 
Work; It Helps 


T seems to be a perfectly natural 
thing for members of the genus 
homo—seme of them at leasi— 
to derive a certain pleasure 


from singing, whether they are 
really able to sing well or not. 
Civilization and constant neces- 
sity of being considerate of other people 
subdues us in our desire to sing. (one of 
the first things we have to teach our chil- 
dren is that it is bad form to sing at table, 
though perhaps in a more primitive State 
our ancestors mingled their feastings with 
scraps of song as it pleased them. — ees 
Too bad, perhaps, but true, it 1s usually 
a mark of bad breeding in the young man 
oer woman who starts In humming or Sing- 
ing whenever his spirits are relieved of the 
pressure of work or study. There is the 
stenographer who hums snatches of her 
latest musical comedy or jazz while She 
waits in her employer's office for his dicta- 
tien. There is the salesgirl who is wont to 
carry a plaintive tune between customers. 
The office boy afraid of his deeper tones 
whistles mournfully as he goes about his 
tasks, until some one suppresses him. And 
worst.of all, there is the young man OF 
woman who can never resist the tempta 
tion of helping our professional singers 
when the tune being sung happens to be 
something familiar.

Probably most housewives follow” the 
time-honored custom of changing bed 
sheets but once 2 week, sometimes shift 
ing the upper sheet to the place of the 
lower so that there shall be but one sheet 
for each bed. But there is no gainsaying 
that when warm day come, beds ‘seem 
cGoler for more frequent changings. Sheets 
somehow seem cooler when they are newly 
pread, their freshly irened surface un 
broken by any wrinkles or creases. 


Recular summer weieht blankets can be 
had at remarkably small prices. For sin- 


gh. beds, thin cotton Dlankets can be had 


tor 2 dollar and double bed size cost scarce- 
ly more. They can be almost as easily 
washed as sheets—and they need no iron- 
ing. Each bed should be equipped with 
two of these at least. Some housewives 
who use cotton blankets in place of sheets 
in cold weather use these cotton-flanne! 
blankets for covers in warm weather. 

The provision of summer bedding in 
this changeable climate where the weather 
varies from hot to cold with rapidity and 
frequency is a difficult matter. The bed 
must be provided with sufficient covering 
to make the coolest night comfortable: it 
must be equipped for nights when almost 
tropic heat prevails and any covering is a 
burden. ‘The best way to supply the sum- 
mer bedroom with suitable covers is to fur- 
nish the beds with their minimum appor- 
tionment and keep the surplus supply in 
each bedroom.

Now women who ean afford to 
have hand-quilted quilts prefer to use them 
as spreads. It is possible to buy machine 
sewed quilts, and these are very good for 
Summer use, They can be washed easily, 
keep @heir shape, and give a fair amount 
of warmth—all you would want in mod- 
erate spring or summer weather.

Fontainebleau’s High Priest and His Cult

They Have a Snug Retreat in the Famous Old French Forest, Where Dazzling 
Beauty and Oriental Luxuriousness Are Sharply in Contrast With Cloister: 
Like Cells, Coarse Food and Hard Labor With the Hands—Trying to 

Bridge the East and the West. 


NE day when your neighbor delved 
into strange sciences, strange re- 
ligions, strange political theories, 
you said: ‘“‘The man’s a little bit 
off,”’ and you dismissed the sub- 
ject from your mind. 


Today you hear of a man tear-

“Maybe he will find a little of the truth.

Although no less 2 i¢ than the Vaa- 


in Nyack, N. J., seems to have lost caste or 
never to have had caste with the American 
people in general. Albeit they are quite 
ready to listen to the next comer because— 
who knows what? 

The new prophet is a Greek by the name 
of G. S. Gurdjieff. The Fontainebleau cult, 
near Barbizon, not so long a run south from 
Paris, is the third such foundation estab- 
lished by this prophet. In Constantinople 
is his first. And his second holds forth in 
London. The cult carries on without a 
name. Remembering some of the atrocious 
names of past cults this is perhaps more 
than just as well. 

One hundred persons have resigned their 
lives to the new colony, which functions 
quite near the dwelling where Rosa Bonheur 
did her inspired work. Yes, the members 
of the colony have resigned their lives. At 
least they have resigned their outside lives. 
For in this new house of religion the hours 
of the day are prescribed by the high priest 
himself, so that the past affairs of thé mem- 
bers have no part in their new existence. 

These are brave souls, who have taken 
up the new yoke. They are those who are 
not afraid to be born again. They have 
renounced the world in order that they may 
conquer the world. 

In sackcloth they are clad, or in rough, 
simple garments. And all the day long 
they go about the business of gardening, 
housekeeping, scrubbing. All day they 
work with their hands. They fare on plain 
foods and live in bare quarters. The frills 


derbilt’s has appeared among the chief sup- 
porters of Oom the Omnipotent, the club 
and furbelows of life have been forgotten 
with another life. 

But when the eventime comes these 
workers don shining white robes, simple of 
cut and texture, and enter the gorgeous 
perfumed palace of meditation.

In this dis- 
coursing Gurdjieff takes the liberty of 
pointing out to his subjects the funda- 
mental faults in contemporary science, the 
Science Of poisons, numbers and symbols, 
fakirism, dervishism, yorhism, the laws of 
the octave, ancient sacred art, hypnotism 
and magic. 

The daytime is devoted to developing 
the physical by manual labor about the pre- 
tentious eState. For the master says that 
“great thought put into an unhealthy body 
becomes corrupt.” The evening is then 
devoted to the enrichment of memory, will, 
thought, attention, perception, grace and 
discernment 

On coming into the cult a new member 
is entertained elaborately and with true

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eastern hospitality as the guest of the chief. 
The second day begins his strenuous career 
of work, denial and study. In the evenings 
the priest sits behind his silken curtains 
and ‘‘sees all’’ without being observed. 
During a long beginning period the member 
has no personal contact with the master. 


At a certain stage in his development the 
disciple is brought directly to the prophet 
and his progress is supposed to be quite 
rapid under this personal tutelage. So, 
after a time, the member is finally equipped 
to be turned back into the world. 

What sort of people enter into such a 
cult? And what sort of a man promotes 
Such an enterprise? 

Well, the people, men and women, are 
from the ranks of the supposed-to-be cul- 
tured. They are doctors, barristers, literati. 
There is a Russian princess and there are 
the two daughters of a Russian baron. 
There is a French danseuse. It was there 
that Katherine Mansfield, the novelist, spent 
her last days, and her husband, Middleton 
Murry, is intensely interested in the cult. 
J. D. Beresford, Algernon Blackwood, J. W. 
N. Sullivan and others that are well known 
in France and England are in the cult. 

The Fontainebleau colony numbers 
among its members A. R. Orage, who was 
until this sojourn to France the editor of 
The New Age. To a correspondent of The 


London Daily Mail Orage has given out 
some tasScinating, serious tales of his life 
in the cult. 

In the establishment there are quarters 
for married couples, and their children, 
much to their own delight, are taught to 
work with their tiny hands and are reared 
under Gurdjieff's ideas of child education. 

And who is Gurdjieff? He is a Greek 
who must have studied much in his own 
native classics. The claim is that he has 
Studied in Persia, in Afghanistan, in Belu- 
chistan and in a school of thought in 
Thibet.

At last he re- 
turned to Moscow, where the stars brought 
him in touch with Gurdiieff. 

Of course, there is a “‘healing’’ side to 
the cult. This is taken care of by Dr. 
Stefernwall, erstwhile director of an electroe 
massage inStitute in Finland
